Sometimes the texts for a given Sunday are all more 
or less "about" one subject. Sometimes that does- 
n't seem to be the case. Then we have to look 
more deeply to see what they might have in com- 
mon. That's the case today. Amos tells us of God's 
anger that we ignore the needs of the poor. Psalm 
113 tells us how God will give triumph to the power- The mission Christ 
less and to childless women. Luke 16 is that very gave to all churches... 
troubling passage in which it appears that a good 
master commends his servant for what could easily 
be seen as bribery. And Timothy urges us to 
prayer. What do these have in common? What is 
God saying to us? 

Luke 16:13 might be a good summary. No servant 
can serve two masters. These passages do have 
something in common. They all deal with the nitty- 
gritty of life-with money, with needy neighbors, 
with women who long for babies, with management 
and employer-employee relations. Wait a minute! 
Does Timothy have anything to do with the other 
three? He's speaking of prayer-more or less con- 
stant all-encompassing prayer.

If there is a 
strong unifying message in these four texts, it is 
this: nothing escapes God's notice; there is nothing 
and nobody He doesn't care about; His power ex- 
tends into every corner of every life; and we are 
commanded by that same loving, powerful God to 
be involved with Him and His world moment by mo- 
ment as his faithful servants. There is One God, 
and and one mediator between God and men. And 
St. Paul tells Timothy is verse 8 / want men every- 
where to lift up holy hands in prayer, without an- 
ger or disputing.
